[Text] The emooth progress of economic readjustment presupp ses a political 
situation of stability and unity. To ensure stability and unity, the people's 
democratic dictatorship must be strengthened. 


Since last year, the broad masses of cadres and people in our province have 
conscientiously implemented the Line and policies formulated since the Third 
Plenary Session, gradually restored and developed socialist democracy among the 
people, seriously implemented the “criminal law" and the “criminal procedural 
law." Blows were struck according to law at the criminals who jeopardized public 
security and were guilty of murder, arson, robbery and rape. This played a 
positive role in protecting the legitimate interests of the state, the collective 
and the individual, strengthened unity among the people and maintained public 
security. A political situation of unity and stability has initially arisen in 
our province. But, there are still many factors of instability. Public security 
and order have taken a turn for the better but no fundamental turn for the 
better, because the situation sometimes is favorable and sometimes unfavorable. 
These factors of instability include the following: Activities of counter- 
revolutionaries, counter-attacks by the remnant forces of Lin Biao and the “gang 
of four,” disruptive activities of those who desire to see the world plunged into 
chaos, old ways revived by remnant elements of the exploiting classes, and 
corrosive actions of feudalist and bourgeois thinking and style. The factors 

of instability are divided into two categories: 1) Concradictions between the 
enemy and us; 2) Reflections of class struggle among the people. Although 
class struggle is no longer the principal contradiction in our society, it still 
exists. We must not underestimate this situation. If our work, particularly the 
legal work, is not done well and if things are allowed to take their own course, 
the democratic right of the majority of people will be trampled underfoot again 
as during the “Great Cultural Revolution,” the political situation which is the 
most stable since the 1960's will be undermined, and the improvement made in 
people's livelihood will be lost again. For this reason, we gust strengthen the 
people's democratic dictatorship, strike strong blows and disintegrate the 

forces that undermine stability and unity, at the remnant forces of the Lin 

















Biao and Jiang Qing counter-revolutionary clique, and curb criminal activities. 
We muet use the legal weapon to attack the enemy, protect the people, punish 
criminals and etrengthen public security and order in town and country. Criminal 
activities euch as smuggling, evading tax payments, offering and accepting bribes, 
reselling cards and certificates, speculating, driving up prices, disturbing 
marketa, which jeopardize the state, collective and individual interests, should 
be punished economically and accordiig to law. To encourage healthy trends of 
revolution and combat unhealthy trends, we should cite and support those good 
people who have the courage to do righteous things, defy hardship and death, 
serve the interests of others and not their own interests and dare to combat Law- 
breaching criminals. 


Comrade Mao Zedong said long ago: Integrating democracy among the people with 
dictatorship over the reactionaries amounts to people's democratic dictatorship. 
Historical experience proves that the more democracy is developed among the people 
the more can people's socialist enthusiasm be heightened and the more can the 
national economy be developed smoothly. To develop the socialist legal system 
fully, it is necessary to strengthen the socialist legal system and to legalize 
and institutionalize democracy so as to safeguard people's democratic rights and 
strike blows at criminals’ disruptive activities. Democracy and the legal system 
are identical. Democracy without the socialist legal system, democracy without 
discipline and order, or democracy without exercising dictatorship over a small 
number of enemies is anything but socialist democracy and is contrary to tie 
interests and wishes of the people. We will resolutely oppose and rectify 
indiscipline, anarchy and violation of the legal system. 





To strengthen people's democratic dictatorship, it is imperative to distinguish 
strictly and handle correctly the two types of contradictions different in charac- 
ter, and to draw a dividing line between errors and crimes. In the case of 
contradictions among the people, even excesses or grave errors should be resolved 
by means of education and criticism. Problems in this category must be solved 

by the organizations, units or departments concerned under the leadership of party 
committees, according to the enlightenment policy established by the party and 
through patient, meticulous ideological-political work. The principle of 

“untieing instead of tieing, scattering instead of gathering, smoothing instead 

of sharpening" should be adhered to. Under no circumstances may oversimplified, 
crude methods be used, pressure applied or contradictions intensified. Reasonable 
and possible demands should be imposed on those concerned. Problems should be 
graeved firmly and solved, at the basic level where possible. Pay attention to 

the iivelihood of the masses and help them resolve those of their difficulties 

that can be resolved. Resolutely oppose the erroneous attitude of those who remain 
indifferent to the sufferings of the masses. Difficulties that cannot be resolved 
immediately should be sincerely and patiently made clear to the masses. The masses 
are reasonable. If things are made clear to them and if leading cadres and the 
masses stand together and honestly solve their problems, things can always be 
properly settled. As to those who stir up trouble, and violate the law, they should 
be resolutely punished according to law. To strike blows accurately, it is 
imperative to sort out the facts and get conclusive evidence. Political, legal 

and public security departments should act according to law, learn how to apply 

the legal weapon and keep improving the art of struggle and vocational level. If 
democracy is fully developed among the people and if dictatorship is exercised 

ever a small number of hostile elements, counterrevoluticaaries and criminals, and 
if the whole party grasps political-ideological work, we shall certainly be able 

to eliminate the factors of instability, maintain public order and ensure smooth 
progress of economic readjustment.

[Text] In his government work report, provincial governor Han Ningfu [7281 
1380 1133] emphasized that the governments of all levels must, under the 
party's leadership, reinforce government work, strengthen ideological-politi- 
cal work and the people's denocratic dictatorship, and further consolidate and 
develop the stable and united political situation. 


He stated in the report: Since the party's Third Plenary Session and the 
Second Conference of the Fifth National People's Congress, our country again 
clarified the guidance of the correct Marxist line, formulated and enforced a 
series of correct policies and, in restoring and developing the national 
economy, reforming the leadership system of the party and the state and rein- 
forcing the socialist democracy and legal system, performed large amounts of 
work and made considerable achievements. In terms of the ideological condi- 
tions of the broad cadres and masses of our province, the mainstream is good. 
They support socialism and the party's leadership and are bold in developing 
democracy and in exploring and innovating. To be surprised at this lively 
ideological situation, or even to feel worried, is completely improper. We 
must also realize that our country today is at a historical turning point. In 
the readjustment and reform in the various aspects, many problems exist in the 
people's ideological understanding. Currently, all such problems are merely 
tributaries, but we must give them serious attention and solve them conscien- 
tiously; we must not let them drift. We must uphold the four basic principles, 
vigorously strengthen ideological-political work, enlighten and guide the cadre 
masses, rectify understanding and actively advocate and vigorously build a 
socialist spiritual civilization. 


In performing ideological-political work, we must not resort to the method of 
suppressing and blocking, but must be skilled in dredging and guiding, opposing 
both noninterference and oversimplification and crudity, advocating the method 

















of thorough reasoning and patient discussion, presenting the facts, reasoning 
things out, and making acceptance easy. 


While reinforcing ideological-political work and correctly handling the intet- 
nal contradictions within the people, we must also strengthen the people's 
democratic dictatorship and the socialist legal system, firmly crack down on, 
break up and disintegrate all kinds of forces disruptive of stability and unity 
and the remnants of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing's counterrevolutionary clique, and 
firmly check and prevent all kinds of criminal activities. The Central Work 
Conference pointed out: “Though it is not the main contradiction in our so- 
clety, the class struggle still exists, and must not be overlooked. If we do 
not promptly and discriminatively deal with it firmly in different ways, but 
permit the various problems of different natures discussed above to spread and 
converge, it will create a grave danger to the stable and united situation. 

S me of our comrades do not have im adequate understanding of the gravity of 
the various activities; therefore, they fail to crack down on them effectively, 
and sometimes even overlook them." Such inadequate understanding, lack of 
effective cracking down, and even overlooking at times are also found in our 
province. We must promptly correct them and strive for a fundamental improve- 
ment in the social order of the entire province within a relatively short 
period of time.

Under the leadership of the pro- 
vincial party committee and the party committees of the various levels, further 
strengthen the unity of all races in the province, reinforce the unity between 
the soldiers and the civilians, and reinforce consultations and cooperation 
with the various democratic parties and factions and the figures in all fields.

{Text} The party committee for Beijing Radio Instruments Plant No 2 adopted a 
policy of enlightenment and guidance to strengthen its ideological-political 
work. It is a good experience deserving great attention. In this connection, 
we made a report on 31 December last year; on the occasion all party organs in 
the municipality are studying how to strengthen their ideological-political 
work, we now make another report in detail, hoping that all party organs in the 
municipality, particularly party committees among the organizations at the grass- 
roots level, will attach due importance to this experience and take similar 
measures in light of actual circumstances to solve the ideological-political 
problems among the masses. If ideological-political work is done well and is 
buttressed with other relevant work, the masses will greatly increase their 
confidence in the party, and many sorts of misunderstandings on their part will 
be dispelled. This is of great importance in uniting the masses, carrying out 
further the policy fo readjusting the national economy, and consolidating and 
developing the political situation marked by unity and stability. 


We should take the initiative in strengthening ideological-political work among 
the masses. At present, we are at the tufning point. At the time there is a 
turn in the course of events, it is inevitable that more ideological problems 

of various sorts crop up than at ordinary times. Active thinking and endless 
discussions will arouse mass enthusiasm and brir,; forward many good opinions. 

We should welcome such a lively situation which is like a pool of flowing water. 
At the same time, we should not lose sight of the fact that endless discussions 
will inevitably bring about some negative, erroneous and harmful things, to which 
we may not remain indifferent; still less may we let them spread unchecked. As 
leaders, we have the responsibility to do political work to develop and push 
forward the positive, correct and healthy things and to prevent and stop the 
negative, erroneous and harmful things. Some comrades are afraid of the difficulty 
of doing ideological-political work. They say that the position of political 
wenk is low, is beneath one's notice and is useless. This view needs to be 
analyzed. A few years ago, the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing councerrevolutionary 
clique took mass criticism as the leading factor. What they did discredited the 
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the political work. But we should draw a disctinetion between Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing's disruptive activities and our party's normal ideological=political work. 
Over the decades, although the ideological-political work of the party deviated 
in some ways during the revolutionary struggle and socialist construction, yet 

on the whole the work played a tremendous part, as can be witnessed by everybody. 
How do we unite the broad masses of the people in the new period to strive for 
the four modernizations and the spiritual civilization of socialism? How do we 
resolve some ideological problems and some phenomena unfavorable to our work and 
unity that are found in various units? In resolving these problems and phenomena, 
we are still required not to depart from the principle of taking ideological work 
as the leading factor and political work as the guarantee. 


[It is wrong and harmful to represent all sorts of political work as "a balm for 
treating minor aliments," as “indulging in empty talk" and as unimportant work 
that is inferior to others. In fact, the broad masses of the people do not view 
political work in that light. Did not the party committee for Beijing Radio 
Instruments Plant No 2 achieve satisfactory results after doing some ideological- 
political work justly and meticulously? Lf we do our job conscientiously, as 
they did, we shall certainly be able to improve the prestige, position and role 
of political work. 


Ideological-political work calls for a policy fo enlightenment and guidance. Do 
not adopt a policy of stifling and stopping up the minds of the masses. Do not 
come down with the big stick upon those who hold differing opinions and have 
ideological problems. Ideological and epistemological problems cannot be resolved 
with a big stick. The correct approach is to enlighten and tuide one's mind. The 
first thing to do is remove obstructions. This means giving full pley to democracy 
through normal channels, such as party sessions, workers’ congresses, people's 
congresses, correspundence and visits so as to let the masses speak without any 
inhibitions and spell out differing views, and so as to provide wide opportunities 
for airing views and pool the wisdom of the masses. In this way, we can understand 
what is on the minds of the masses, and what their problems to be solved are, and 
we can draw on the good opinions of the masses and improve our work. Only thus 
can we rely on the masses for educating us. The second thing to do is offer 
guidance. We should conscientiously investigate and study the problems that are 
widely discussed by the masses. We should give the masses an account of relevant 
circumstances systematically and in diverse forms, help the mass°s analyze and 
know their problems comprehensively, unify the understanding of cadres and the 
masses with regard to the lines and general and specific policies of the Central 
Committee, and guide nonproletarian ideas in a positive, correct and healthy 
direction. We should remove obstacles and offer guidance with daring. The 

broad masses of the people are reasonable. As long as we evade no problems, 
persist in Placing facts on the table, reason things out, speak the truth and 
keep doing so, we will achieve even greater results. 


Ideological-political work must be in accord with actual circumstances, 
particularly the actual circumstances in which a particular unity finds itself. 
This line of action is an effective approach. The Lin Biao and Jiang Qing group 
indiscriminately ciritized and denounced people. Their acts had one consequmce-- 
a number of people turned ideological-political work into one of reading reports, 














copying editorials and indulging in empty talks and conventional verbal exchanges. 
This remnant tendency fs still found in some units. The masses are disgusted with 
this sort of "ideological-political work." We should restore to its proper 
position our party's traditional method of work which is vivid and vigorous, and 
which is characterized by integration of the decision of the central and higher 
levels with the actual circumstances and is aimed at a certain target. Iu doing 
ideological-political work, Beijing Radio Instruments Plant No 2 took into account 
the epistemological problems of their workers, compared the economic situation in 
the country as a whole, in the municipality and in their plant, compared the 
incomes made by their workers, compared the high-grade rcicles for daily use 
brought by their workers’ families, arranged for their workers to talk about the 
changes brought to their families by implementing the policies, and arranged for 

a worker (who had been to Hong Kong) to compare the two societies. By so doing, 
the plant achieved satisfactory results in doing ideological=political work. 

What they talked about were problems of concern to the masses and problems not 
clear to them. The instances cited were familiar to their workers, visible and 
close to them, and were real to them. Because of this, the instances cited were 
convincing. In doing tdeological-political work, we should use more of this 
practical method loved by the masses. 


Further, i» doing ideological-political work, we should supplement it with other 
work. For example, our leading cadres and party members must play their exemplary 
role as the vanguard. They must be the first to endure hardship and the last to 
enjoy comfort. They must regard revolution as the first thing and seek no private 
gain. Only by so doing can they have prestige among the masses when they speak. 
We should teach the masses to manifest the spirit of arduous struggle, but at 

the same time we must care for their lives and, within the Limit set by party 
policy and state provisions, and according to the financial and material resources 
available, devise ways and means to provide them with welfare benefits and resolve 
their difficulties that can be resolved. If we supplement ideological-political 
work with this job, the masses will not look upon ideological-political work as 
empty talk, and they will personally feel the warmth of socialist society. 


We look forward to more and more party organizations like the party committee for 
Beijing Radio Instruments Plant No 2, which took the initiative and knew how to 
do ideological-political work. It is a very important aspect of improving party 
leadership and streagthening party leadership.

ACHIEVEMENTS CITED TO PROVE SOCIALISM SUPERIOR TO CAPITALISM

China. It is extremely important to fully understand and exhibi' > «"perior 
power of the socialist system. Only in this way can we uphold the .our basic 
principles, confidently bring the readjustment of the economy and the development 
of the four modernizations to a successful conclusion, and consolidate and develop 
the political situation of stability and unity. 


A judgment of whether or not the socialist system is superior mainly results from 
an observation of whether it is by nature adaptable to the development of the 
productive forces and whether it can rrotect and spur the development of the 
productive forces. Comrade Mao Zedong once said: Our present socialist system 
is far superior to the social system of the old time because it is by nature 
more adaptable than the social system of the old time to the development of the 
productive forces, and because it can permit the productive forces to develop at 
a speed unsurpassed by the productive forces in the old society and to constantly 
expand production to gradually satisfy the people's growing demands. By assessing 
the socialist system from this point of view, we can clearly see that although 

we have experienced many frustrations and difficulties on the road of our advance 
during the past 31 years following the founding of new China, generally speaking, 
rapid progress has been made in developing the productive forces, the level of 
production has gone up markedly, and remarkable improvements have been made in 
the living conditions of the masses of people. A national survey indicates that 
in 1979, the fixed assets were 20.8 times and the gross value of industrial and 
agricultural output 13.4 times greater than in the early days of liberation; the 
output of grains was 2.5 times and the output of cotton nearly 5 times greater 
than in the early days of liberation. During this period, the number of 
industrial and communications enterprises increased to nearly 400,000; a gradual 
development of many new industries and science and technology from scratch led 

to a great increase in the national income. A provincial survey indicates that 
in 1979, the gross value of industrial and agricultural output was 11.9 times and 
the output of grains 1.8 times greater than in the early days of liberation; the 








number of large, medium-sized and small enterprises operated by communes and 
higher authorities increased to over 18,000; today, a year'a production of coal 
amounts to 25 years’ production of coal of the early daye of Liberation; a year's 
electric power output amounte to 75 yeara' electric power output of the early 

days of iftberatton; originally, thie province produced no of lL, but now it can 
produce nearly 20 million tone 4 year; originally, it produced no chemical fertili- 
zer, but today tt can turn out 5 million tonsa of chemical fertilizer a year. 

There have been great improvements in the people'a living atandards in rural 

and urban areas. Oure fs a vast, populous, geographically complicated country 
built on a weak macerial foundation. A tribute met be paid to the superior 

power of our socialist eyatem for thos successes acored by use in such a short 
Jl-year period. Some people said that the level of the productive forces in old 
China was too low and therefore cannot be used ae a comparable sataidard; compared 
with the developed capitaliat countries, our progrese in production has been too 
slow. Marxiam tells us thac time, place and conditions cannot be disregarded in 
any review of problema. Our socialist sayatem is eatablished on the basis of the 
over thrown semi-feudal and semi-colonial systems. ty reviewing problems in 
disregard of thie basis and fact, we will find it impossible to seek truth from 
facce, and will have no way of knowing the weaknesses of the old social system 

and the strengths of the socialist system. If we view the development of production 
in terms of speed alone, we will find that we are not lagging behind the capitalist 
countries. Of course, at present, the level of our productive forces remains 
comparatively Low; we still lag behind others in science and technology; the 
living standards of the people remain below level. But everything must undeigu 

a specific period of development. It must be noted that what the capitalist 
countries have attained today results from nearly a century or several centuries 
of exploitation, aggression and plunder. But we |ave spent only 31 years 
achieving such an impressive development as it is today in a spirit of self- 
reliance and hard struggle. We must believe that as time goes on, socialism 

is certainly capable of creating a Labor productivity surpassing capitalism. 


By nature, the socialist system is more advanced than the old social system in 
that it can facilitate and protect the development of the productive forces. It 
has been instrumental in transforming the means of production from the system of 
private ownership to a system of public ownership and in liberating the productive 
forces in a thoroughgoing way. Under the socialist system, the principle of from 
each according to his ability and to each according to his work has been put into 
effect in order to change the phenomenon in which some people could Live on the 
fruits of labor performed by others and the system of the exploitation of the 
majority by the minority and to fully boost the morale of the masses of people; 
the people's iemocratic dictatorship or the state power under the dictatorship of 
the proletariat led by the working class and with the worker-peasant alliance 

as ite basis has been established to engage the people in democracy, to exercise 
dictatorship over the enemies, and to make the proletariat and the working people 
masters of their own country, participating in the management of the affairs of 
estate; efforts have been made to achieve a well-planned and proportionate 
development of the national economy in response to the people's growing needs 

in material and cultural cerms, and in an endeavor to avoid the anarchic state 

of production; persisting in using Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought as a guide, 




















the people can arm their minda with the dialectical and historical materialist 
world outlooka in an effort to constantly tnerease their political conse iousness 
and to foster a dommuniat attitude toward physical labor and a communiat concept 
of morality. It fe precisely these essentials that prove socialiem far superior 
to capitaliam. Why de some people take a skeptical and vacillating attitude 
toward the superior socialist system? The reason is that they do not understand 
these essentials and the basic difference between soctaliem and capitaliam., Of 
course, our current socfalist eyatem te not perfect and needa to be constantly 
improved and developed. Nonetheless, {ts superfority can never be denied despite 
ite imperfections. We must learn to underatand ita boundlessly superior power 
from ite essence. 


The socialist system is in itself a superior power. However, whether this 
superior power can be fully exhibited or not depends on whether our ideological 
and political line is correct and whether we can defeat interference and sabotage 
by the enemies at home and abroad. Socialism is a new-born thing which is etill 
in a stage of practice, and its realization calle for a protracted and complicated 
atruggle. Along the road of our advance, there are still unavoidable difficulties 
and frustrations which may prevent the superior power of the socialist system from 
being exhibited. For a long time, the guiding thoughts of the “left” and 
interference and sabotage by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” were key elements 

in preventing the superior power of the socialist system from being exhibited. 
This not only has had a serious bad effect on the economy but has caused an 

utter confusion between socialism and capitalism on the ideological and theoretical 
front. As a result, some people have mistaken poverty for socialism, affluence 
for capitaliam, equalitarianiam for socialism, the principle of cach according 

to his work for capitaliem, stagnation caused by centralization for socialism, 
economic liberalization for capitaliem, self-sufficiency in production for 
socialism, and commodity economy for capitaliem. This effect of confusing socialism 
with capitaliem and feudalism, mistaking socialsim for capitalism and feudalism 
for socialism has proven harmful to our practical work. If such harmful effect 
has never existed, the superior power of the socialist system could certainly have 
been demonstrated in a better way to make our achievements of the past 31 years 
more remarkable. We must distinguish between the active superior socialist system 
and the dormant superior socialist system. The reason that some times, as a result 
of interference and sabotage, the socialist system is unlikely to demonstrate its 
superiority should not be used as an excuse for denying it as a superior system. 
Nor should anyone ascribe the bad consequences of misguidance in work and 
interference and sabotage by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" to the socialist 
system. By eliminating chaos and restoring order, we have stamped out the 
infiuence of the erroneous line of the “left,” rectified the relationships between 
right and wrong that was once turned upside down by Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four,” and returned our country to the socialis: road. 


To fully exhibit the superior power of the socialist system, it is necessary to 
firmly and thoroughly implement the line, principles and policies of the party.

MAO ZEDONG THOUGHT EMPHASIZED AS THEORY GULDING MODERNIZATION

(Text) “Our Program” wae one of three articles written by Lenin in the later half 
of 1899 for the OWRKER'S DALLY, the organ of the Russian Social-Democratic Party. 
That newspaper published only two issues; its publication was never resumed after 
ite printing house was destroyed and personnel were arrested by the Tearist police. 
For this reason, these articles were not published until they were selected and 
included in the “Collection of Lenin's Works" Volume III, published in 1925. This 
article was short, with a simple theme, an article mainly dealing with the 
crtticiem of the revisionists of the Second International, headed by Bernstein, 
for betraying Marxiem, and emphasizing the theories of Marx and Engels as the 
theoretical foundation of the proletarian revolution and the socialist political 
parties. This article was meticulously organized, theoretically sound and very 
convincing. It was a significant contribution to the propagation and defense 

of Marxiem at that time. 


Today, a review of this article will make us feel as if it were published 
yesterday, will help us spell out the reason fcr upholding Marxism-Leninism- 

Mao Zedong Thought from a theoretical point of view, and will give our faith a 
big boost. A recollection of the 10 years of catastrophe indicates that Lin 

Biao and the “gang of four” far surpassed Bernstein of Lenin's time in teras of 
their wild and criminal attempt to oppose and adulterate Marxism-Leninism-Mao 
Zedong Thought. The revisionism of the Second International was a product born 
of a specific condition in the history of the development of Marxism. When the 
liberal capitalism gave way to imperialism under a specific historical condition, 
some people represented by Bernstein deviated away from teh basic principles of 
Marxiem by expressing their opposition to the violent revolution and the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, under the banner of “reform,” “new discoveries" and 
"fresh ideas." Under the circumstances by then, these ideas reflected the interests 
and demands of the bourgeoisie and therefore were dubbed revisionism. In a 

country where the proletariat was at the helm of the state power, the circumstances 
were different. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" cut off the relationship between 
Marxiam-Leniniem and Mao Zedong Thought in order to defame Marxism-Leninism, and 
wafse Mao Zedong Thought to the level of awesome divinity in an effort to create 
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4 @odern cult of worship. in this way, they trampled under foot not only 
Marxiem-Leniniem but Mao Zedong Thought as well. After usurping a portion of the 
party and @tate power, these careeriats “holding high" the banner and shouting 
anti-revisioniste" slogans brought China to the brink of destruction, What 

they were driving at was not only the restoration of capitaliam but also a 
political establishment in the form of feudal fasciam, an economic setup in the 
form of agricultural soctaliam which should be placed in isolation with the rest 
of the world, a cultural autocracy coupled with an obscurantiat policy. All 
these were filled with heavy accents of feudaliem and fasciem. Their pernicious 
influence is not yet eliminated; despite the efforts to eliminate chaos and 
restore order, the problem of the ideological confusion among the people remains 
to be straightened out; the firm foundation of the revolutionary theory of the 
proletariat, notably, MarxismLeniniem-Mao Zedong Thought, is still in a shaky 
condition. Consequently, in the minds of some people, particularly those 
youngeters who grew up during the Great Cultural Revolution, there naturally exist 
such questions as: Is Marxiem-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought correct? Should we 
etill have to uphold Marxism-Leninism=-Mao Zedong Thought to guide the four 
modernizations today? In other words, to some people, it seems that that once 
popular Marxiem-Leniniem is no longer popular, and Mao Zedong Thought is no 
longer valid. What does this really indicate? Was this ideological confusion 
amone the people caused by Lin Biao's and the"gang of four's" reactionary propaganda 
or by the belief that MarxismLeninism-Mao Zedong Thought is wrong in the first 
place’ An unequivocal answer to this question is the former, and not the latter. 


Now, let us take a look at the scientific analysis by Lenin of the factors which 
shook the faith in the international social democratic movement of his time, and 
what attitude the social-democrats should take toward Marxism, an analysis which 
may help some people straighten out the problems of the ideological confusion they 
have in mind. In his article “Our Program,” Lenin pointed out: Bernstein's 
revisionism rather than Marxiem was the factor that caused the ideological 
confusion among the people; Bernstein and company wanted to convey to the prole- 
tariat the theory of concession rather than the scientific theory of Marxism; 
instead of advancing the theories of Marx and Engels in a scientific way, they 
grasped every opportunity to disseminite those broken and backward theories in 
an attempt to hurt the proletariat. In the same vein, today's ideological 
confusion among the people has occurred not because Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought is unscientific, but because Lin Biao and the “gang of four" changed 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought to a degree of absurdity. Instead of the 
Marxist philosophy of dialectical and historical materialism, they trumpeted 
the needs “to give first place to consciousness” and “second place to matter,” 
thus making metaphysics rampant everywhere and idealism dominate the land. 
Regardless of the fact that the development of the productive forces has the 
final decisive effect on the development of society, they wildly criticized the 
so-called “theory of productive forces,” thus bringing the national economy to 
the brink of bankruptcy. When efforts should be made to shift the emphasis of 
work to construction after the proletariat captured the political power and 
completed the socialist transformation of the ownership of the means of production, 
and when the class struggle was no longer the principal contradiction, they 
isted in continuing the revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
in ferreting out the bourgeoisie within the party, and in persecuting 4 great 

















number of cadres and people, thus bringing a disaster to China, Our party's 
decision on regarding allegiance to Marxism-Leniniem=-Mao Zedong Thought as one 

of the four basic principles is not groundless. The logic spelled out by Lenin 
in hie criticfiam of the so-called “theory that Marxiem is outdated" and quoted by 
us here ie convincing. In his article "Our Program," Lenin pointed out: Marxiem 
ie the firm foundation of the revolutionary theory of the proletariat, a program 
for action formulated by social democrats themselves, the only correct theory on 
which their strategy and tactica are based, and a correct guide for the prole= 
tariat to oppose the bourgeoisie and to win victory in the revolution. Why is 
Marxiem called the scientific theory of the proletarian revolutionary struggle? 
In his profound testimony to this point, Lenin pointed out: Marxiem is the first 
work turning socialism from a utopian ideal into a branch of science, exposing 
the true natura of the modern capitalist economy, revealing to the world the 
entire range of the development of modern capitaliem. It was Marx and Engels 
who invented and founded the theory of surplus value, exposing the secrets about 
the capitalist exploitation, and testifying to the fact that the replacement of 
the capitalist system by the socialist system is not only possible but aiso 
inevitable. It was also the Marxist theories of class struggle and the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat that point out a correct path to the liberation of the 
proletariat and working people, enumerating that the true mission of a socialist 
party is not to conjure up a variety of social reform plans or persuade the 
capitalists and their lackeys to improve the living conditions for workers, and/ 
or work out some secret plans behind the closed doors, but to organize the class 
struggle for the proletariat and to lead this struggle until it achieves the 
ultimate objective--the capture of the political power and the organization of 
socialist society by the proletariat. Lenin added: Marxism has also been 
instrumental in indicating to the proletariat a clear road to get rid of class 
oppression and mental slavery, and in explicitly explaining the position and role 
of the proletariat in the capitalist system as a whole. fFor this reason, Lenin 
solemnly declared to the Russian proletariat: "We wholly take the Marxist theory 
as our foundation.” Later, in an article entitled “Three Sources and Three 
Component Parts of Marxism" written by Lenin in 1913, he reaffirmed once again 
the importance of allegiance to the Marxist theory, pointing out Marxism as the 
scientific world outlook of the proletariat. He said: "The reason that Marxism 
is omnipotent stems from its correctness. It is a very complete and strictly 
disciplined theory, giving the people a comprehensive world outlook, promising 
no compromise with any superstitions, reactionary forces and defenders of 
oppression on behalf of the bourgeoisie.” ("Selected Works of Lenin” vol 2, 

p 441) 


What an affirmative and comprehensive Logic spelled out by Lenin! Those comrades 
who have expressed doubts about and have vacillating views on Marxism-Leninism 
Mao Zedong Thought should draw inspirations and lessons from there. 


Lenin also went to great length to emphasize the importance of studying and 
mastering Marxism. In his article “Our Program,” he said: "Without the revolutio- 
mary theory, there will be no strong socialist political party. The reason is 

that the revolutionary theory is instrumental in uniting all socialist elements; 
from the revolutionary theory, they can draw strength; they can apply the 
revolutionary theory to develop methods for struggle and devise ways to carry 
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out thefr activities.” In hia article "What To Do," Written by Lenin in 1901, 

he propowed thie famour motto: “Without the revolutionary theory, no revolutionary 
movement ie likely to emerge," fully emphasizing the active guiding role of the 
revolutionary theory in the revolutionary movement. The history of the inter- 
national communist movement has proven Lenin's thesis entirely correct. 


From an observation of the numerous crimes committed by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four," the history of the Chinese revolutionary practice and our experiences 
and lessons drawn {rom our work, we can clearly understand that the eclentific 
theory of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is a guide which has led the Chinese 
revolution to victory. In the past, it was a theory guiding China from the semi- 
feudal and semi-colonial socfety to socialiem. Either today or in the future, 
it can be a theoretical basis which will guide our thinking on developing the 
four modernizations program and on building communiem, and which will lead us 
from victory to new victory. But the road pointed out by Lin Biao, the "gang 

of four" and other sham Marxist ewindlers, will lead use to nowhere but to 
disorder and disasters. 


By calling Marxism "a universally applicable" theory, we mean that the scientific 
world outlook of Marxiem is 4 universally applicalbe truth and is widely 
signiifcant in that it can guide the proletariat and working people to know and 
change the world. Our opposition to Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and other sham 
Marxist swindlers means opposition to their denial of the basic theories of 
Marxism as an objective and universal truth. But this does not mean that we 
view the Marxist theory as a certain form of unchangeable dogma. On the contrary, 
we feel that Marxiem is merely a foundation that has been laid for a specific 
branch of science; the truth does not end with Marxism; Marxism has opened the 
road leading to the development of the truth. Lenin said: "If the socialists 
are not willing to fall behind the real life, they should advance this branch 

Lenin called on the socialists in Russia to 
conduct an independent research on Marxism and to demonstrate professional skills 
in integrating the universal truth of Marxiem with the specific revolutionary 
practice in Russia. Lenin pointed out: Marxism provides us with “only general 
gu ding principles, whose application, partially speaking, in England is not the 
same as in France, in France is not the same as in Germany, and in Germany is 
not the same as in Russia.” Marxiem can be realized only by integrating it 

with special characteristics of various countries and by translating it into 

a specific national form. The lively form of Marxism will be reduced to a 
stereotyped form of dogma, and will lose its vitality, if the basic principles 
of Marxiem are copied and quoted in a mechanical way and in disregard of its 
epirit and essence and without an analysis of its specific requirements. It 

wae Lenin's creative application of Marxism in the Russian revolutionary practice 
that has pushed Marxism forward, brought about a great victory for the October 
Sectalist Revolution, and opened a new chapter in human history. 


Comrade Mao Zedong was also good at integrating the universal truth of Marxism with 
the concrete Chinese revolutionary practice, and developing Marxism-Leninism in a 
creative way, thus making an outstanding contribution to the Chinese revolution. 

Mao Zedong Thought is a form of Marxism-Leninism and results from the application 
and development of Marxism in China under the specific historical conditions. Today, 
when we are striving to accomplish the four modernizations in a selfless spirit, the 
theoretical basis that guides our thinking is Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. 
We must treat it in much the same way as Lenin did to Marxism. We have ample 
reasons to say that Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is the firm foundation of 
our revolutionary theory for the development of tte four modernizations.

LATENT DANGERS AMID GOOD ECONOMIC SITUATION EXPLAINED

Currently, the good national political and economic situation is personally 
experienced by everyone. However, why are there still latent dangers under 
the good economic situation, and how is this explained? 


Kiao Yang. 


Comrade Xiao Yang: 


The current good national economic situation was analyzed in the previous 
"Mailbox" column of this paper. In terms of the situation as a whole, the 
current economy is indeed in a good situation seldom seen since the founding 
of the nation, thereby proving the accuracy of the series of policies since 
the party's Third Plenary Session and that of the eight-word policy of read- 
justment, reform, reorganization and improvement. 


Nevertheless, things are always dialectic. With achievements, there are also 
deficiencies, with a good situation, there are also latent dangers. The main 
manifestations are the continuously relatively large fiscal deficits, the 
excessive issuance of currancies and the rise of many commodity prices. If we 
do not adopt effective measures, but permit the situation to develop, then the 
latent dangers will erupt and result in two consequences: First, the workers’ 
wage increases will be wiped out by the increase in commodity prices; next, 
the rise in price of industrial products will cancel out the advantages gained 
by the peasants from the price increase of agricultural side products. Thus, 
the economic benefits gained by the peasants and the staff and workers since 
the Third Plenary Session will vanish, the further stabilization of the poli- 
tical situation will be adversely affected, and the ever improving national 
economy will suffer a setback. Today, the party and the government are looking 














equarely at reality, seeking the truth from the facta and, while affirming the 
achievements, resolutely presenting the exlating problema and difficulties, so 
that we will have a sober understanding of the latent dangers. This is ex- 
tremely timely and necessary. 


In the past, when looking at the situation, if it wae said to be excellent, 
some comrades would interpret it as absolutely good; if it wae said that there 
were still difficulties, they would find it pitch-dark. Such metaphysical 
ideological method was incompatible with the objective reality. Today, while 
Pecognizing the good situation seldom seen since the founding of the nation, 

we also see the latent dangers, thereby avoiding one-sidedness in understanding 
and enabling ourselves to have a comprehensive picture of the objective situa- 
tion, create conditions, vigorously overcome the latent dangers and improve the 
situation even more. 


Some people will ask: It has been 4 years since the “gang of 4" was emashed 
and, if the political and economic situation is good, why are there still 
latent dangers? The reasons are many-sided, but mainly because of the long 
interference of the “leftwing" ideology in our economic construction and econo- 
mic work and the violation of the economic laws and the severance from the 
reality of the country in our productive construction, We exceeded the objec- 
tive feasibility, pursuing high targets and large reserves, seeking speed at 
the expense of balance, capital construction at the expense of production, and 
output at the expense of living, condemning comprehensive balancing by seeking 
the truth from the facts and making allowances for unforeseen circumstances as 
negative balancing, subsequently even advocating the breaches as “motive power" 
and creating a serious proportional maladjustment in the national economy and 
tremendous losses. Lin Biao and the "gang of 4's" 10-year calamity caused 
severe destructions to our country's economic construction and brought a his- 
torical disaster to our state and our people. In the first 2 years after 
smashing the "gang of 4," we should have attempted to heal the wounds, recu- 
perate and multiply and properly handle the readjustment. However, due to the 
inadequate understanding of the dangers created by the “leftwing" guiding ideo- 
logy in history and the severity of the 10-year devastation, we improperly 
proposed the slogan to “work energetically and advance rapidly.” In industrial 
development, we continued to unsuitably extend the capital construction front, 
introduced certain large projects, exceeded th limits of the national strength, 
sought size, completeness, weight and speed, and created “bases” in every 
branch of industry and key points in every field. In agricultural development, 

sought uniformity. In planned arrangements, we continued to set high tar- 

and accumulate more reserves. As a result, the proportional maladjustment 

in the economy was further aggravated, large fiscal deficits appeared, and more 
currencies were issued, causing the fluctuation of commodity prices and diffi- 
culties in our finances. The Third Plenary Session proposed the guiding 
thought of readjusting the national economy and overcoming the proportional 
maladjustment. After the Third Plenary Session, the Party Central Committee 
proposed the eight-word policy on readjusting the national economy. However, 
as the understanding of many comrades was not unanimous, nor profound, it was 
not effectively implemented, and the passive situation of the national economy 
as a whole was not fundamentally turned around. The Fifth Plenary Session 
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found that the capital construction front was overextended and had to be com 
pressed, However, often easier to mount a horse than to dismount, for a year, 
launching a project was found to be positive while abandoning it negative, 
willing to start but not to stop. The projects grew ever larger in number, 

and could not be cut down. Obviously, the leftwing guiding ideology is the 
root of the troubles in our economic construction and the main factor for the 
latent cangers in our country today. Therefore, only by further purging the 
"leftwing" influence in the guiding ideology of economic work will we truly 
understind the necessity and urgency of the readjustment and unify the thinking 
of everyone to the correct policies and lines of the Party Central Committee. 
Thus, in a deeper sense, carrying out a further readjustment and overcoming 
the latent dangers are to cast off the fecters of the “leftwing" thinking and 
method long in guidance of the economic work and channel our economic construc- 
tion to the track of sound development. It is also the most fundamental mea- 
sure to bring order out of chaos in our economic work. 


It snould be pointed out that latent dangers are not the same as dangers which 
have erupted. Latent dangers are in a “hidden” state, or barely symptomatic, 
but have not “erupted” and turned into a reality. It is fundamentally differ- 
ent from the }~-year readjustment period in the sixties. Precisely because the 
dangers are still latent, they are often not easily perceived and given serious 
attention. Currently, the Party Central Committee's statement that "the situe- 
tion is very good, yet there are latent dangers” is a penetrating analysis of 
the situation as a whole, foreseeing the possible difficulties and problems in 
our advance while affirming the good overall situation and the main stream, and 
enabling us to recognize the overall situation, unify our understanding, el imi- 
nate together the influence of the leftwing thinking in economic work, overcome 
the difficulties and remove the hidden perils. Therefore, the readjustment 
this time is sober and sound, and our prospects are bright.

TRIAL OF LIN, JIANG HAILED AS VICTORY FOR RULE BY LAW

[Text] The terial of the 10 principal criminals of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques, which correctly reflected the will and aspirations 
of the people throughout the country, has ended triumphantly. Verdicts on the 
case were officially announced yeste-day by the special tribunal of the Supreme 
People's Court. When this jubilant news reached twre, the people in this tri- 
city of Wuhan were jumping up and down in the streets like happy sparrows, cele- 
brating another major victory in the struggle against the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques, while expressing wholehearted support for that just 
decision by the special tribunal of the Supreme People's Court! 


The case of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques has been tried 
as a counterrevolutionary criminal case of unusual gravity, unseen since the 
founding of new China, During the trial, one undisputable piece of evidence after 
another was cited to fully expose the towering crimes of the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary cliques.

During the 10 
years of disorder, they brought untold suffering to our country and people; their 
crimes were really too numerous to mention here. Today, the people have meted out 
punishment to these criminals found guilty of bringing disasters to our country 
and people. Particularly serious were the cases of Jiang Qing and Zhang Chunqiao, 
who committed heinous crimes with intent to endanger the country and people. For 
that reason, the special tribunal sentenced them to death according to the law, with 
the sentence to be carried out 2 years from now. Eight other principal criminals 
were also sentenced to the various prison terms that they deserve.

the people throughout the country. Thies decision corroborates the irresistible

The trial and conviction of the 10 principal criminale of the Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing counterrevolutionary cliques marked a milestone that commands the public's 
attention in the development of democracy and the legal system in our country. 
Gone forever are the days when the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolut ionary 
cliques could lawlessly push the people around with impunity, The fact that this 
bunch of formerly swaggering "prominent figures" had been escorted into the 
people's court to stand trial testifies that no one can stand above the law or 
enjoy privileges transcending the provisions of the law; whoever is found guilty 
of crimes is liable to punishment according to the law.

POSSIBLE SOLUTIONS PROPOSED FOR EMPLOYMENT PROBLEMS

[Text] To effect the shift of focus in our work and achieve success in the read- 
justment of our national economy, one of the principle problems which demands 

prompt solution is the population problem. At present, apart from employing strong 
measures to control population growth, we must also make effective arrangements to 
find employment for our manpower. What has brought about our present state of 
unemployment? How can we solve the problem of finding jobs in the course of our 
process of modernizations? The correct answer in terme of theory, and an appropriate 
solution for these questions in actual practice, has a direct bearing on the con- 
solidation and development of our present state of stability and unity and also a 
direct bearing on the success or failure of our modernization projects. 


1. Reasons for Our Present Problem of Unemployment 


On the basis of a penetrating analysis of the capitalist mode of production, Marx 
pointed out: Unemployment is a phenomenon inherent in capitalist society; the 
relative surplus of population is the special economic law of the capitalist mode 
of production. After the socialist system takes the place of the capitalist system, 
the law of relative surplus of population characteristic of the capitalist mode of 
production will lose its objective economic conditions. In a system of public 
ownership of the means of production, the workers and the means of production are 
directly integrated and will have complete freedom to make broad and deep advances 
in production. Based on a planned socialist economy, society not only has the 
need for, but also the possibility to effect, a planned adjustment of human 
reproduction, to realize a harmony and balance between the production of material 
goods and human reproduction itself, and to eliminate a state of anarchy in the 
supply of manpower. As a result of scientific and technological developments, 
there has been a steady rise in the technological level of the constituent elements 
of the economy and a corresponding reduction in manpower requirements. However, 
society is absolutely capable of meeting the scope and speed of these kinds of 
changes and of adjusting the speed of population growth in a planned manner so as 
to have it conform with the needs of production development. 
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It is precisely thanks to the superiority of the socialist system that our govern- 
ment, shortly after ite establishment, could solve very quickly in the course of 
the soclaliet transformation the problem of the 3,5 million unemployed left behind 
by the old China, Between 1949 and 1955, 11.44 million employees and workers were 
newly added to the labor force throughout the nation, From the start of the firet 
S-year plan, the needs of development in the course of our national construction 
were met not only by absorbing the additional manpower growing up in cities and 
towns, but aleo by recruiting more and more needed employees and workers from the 
countryside, One may therefore say that already during the first 5-year plan, our 
country fundamentally solved the problem of finding employment for its manpower. 


But why is the employment problem, which could be solved 20 years ago, recurring 
today and in the final analysis what are the reasone that are producing this 

problem? The many years of upheaval and sabotage by Lin Bilao and the "gang of 

four" prevented the socialist economy from fully displaying ite superiority and 

this created one of the reasons for our serious employment problem, In addition, 

we also lacked experience in socialist construction and violated objective economic 
rules of socialism, committing a number of mistakes in our work. All these reasons 
affected the solution of our employment problem from various directions. In concrete 
terms, they manifested themselves in the following areas: 


First, our economic development did not achieve the rate it should have achieved 
under socialism, According to the basic tenets of Marxism, the socialist economy 
can achieve a rate unparalleled in capitalist economic development and can completely 
solve food and employment problems for all its people. The rate of our economic 
development in the 30 years since the establishment of our government was in 

general rapid, thus manifesting the superiority of the socialist system, However, 
due to the above-mentioned two factors, we cannot describe the development as ideal. 
Especially the sabotage of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" dealt serious blows to 
our economy for some 10 years, and at one time brought it to the brink of collapse. 
Industrial production fluctuated for a long time and did not show any progress. 
Agricultural production slowed down and at times even the normal order of product ion 
could not be maintained. The decline in production of necessity brought financial 
stringency and a decline in the speed of capital accumulation. Under these economic 
conditions, there was no way to absorb the newly arriving manpower. During the t ime 
that the “gang of four" was on the rampage, recruitment of workers was stopped for 
many years, and the number of those awaiting employment kept accumulating from year 
to year. After the smashing of the “gang of four," the government made the greatest 
efforts to place people in jobs. But due to the fact that people awaiting employment 
had accumulated to such an extent and that more time was needed for recovery and 
development of the economy, the employment problem could wot be solved promptly and 
completely. 


Second, there was lack of a planned population growth. The rate of population 
growth is an important factor that influences employment. Engels once pointed out: 
An important reason why the number of unemployed in Bismarck's Germany was so much 
.arger than in France was that the »opulation growth in Germany was so much larger 
than in France. ("Collected Letters of Marx and Engels" on “Das Kapital," p 410) 
Most of the people now seeking employment in our country were born in the latter 
part of the first 5-year plan or in the early part of the second 5-year plan. The 
difficulties we are now facing show that our population policy 20 years ago was of 
a rather problematic nature. A large supply of manpower and a weak economic 
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foundation te characteristic of our country, We definitely have no shortage of 
people, but capital te short, What we need is not a large-scale growth of our 
population, but rather efforts, by every means at our disposal, to accumulate 

ital, Thie wae not sufficiently realized and no appropriate measures were 
ta to control our population growth, On the contrary, methods such as subsidies 
to staff and workers and per capita distribution of grain in the villages actually 
encouraged population growth, The serious upheaval and sabotage by Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four” gave free rein to complete anarchy as regards human reproduction. 
Between 1966 and 1971, population growth reached on the average as high as 26 per 
thousand, adding 120 million people in 6 years, Our population grew from 540 million 
in 1949 to the present figure o 970 million, which is an annual average increase 
of over 20 per thousand, Since Liberation, some 600 million babies have been born, 
The increased consumption caused by these births from the state and from collective 
resources was, according to rough estimates, 400 billion yuan, in addition to 930 
billion yuan spent by the families themselves; both items together amount to 1,3 
trillion yuan, If we had paid attention to population control right from the start 
and had not allowed the annual rate to rise as high as 20 per thousand, but instead 
kept it at about 10 per thousand, there would have been 300 million fewer birthe, 
and we would have saved at least 500 billion yuan in capital funds, Calculated at 
the average cost of 10,000 yuan needed in our country in new industrial equipment 
for each new worker, we could have created additional employment opportunities for 
50 million people. If we add again the almost 400 bil ion yuan of new fixed 
investments since Liberation, we could have employed an additional 40-50 million 
people. If both items are added together, it would make 100 million employment 
opportunities at a fairly high technological level. If the rate of population 
growth were reduced in half and calculated for 30 years up to the present, the newly 
added manpower would only have reached 200 million. Because the additional manpower 
in the countryside cannot all be transferred to the cities and the nonindustrial 
departments do not need 10,000 yuan of equipment for new workers, it can be assumed 
that we could have realized full employment for all new manpower with mostly fairly 
advanced technological equipment. It is regrettable that we did not act in this 
way. At times, we one-sidedly spread propaganda that it is a good thing to have a 
large population. We represented the trend of continuous increase in population as 
a socialist rule governing population development. We criticized economists and 
sociologists who advocated population control, and from then on discussion of popu- 
lation problems became a forbidden area. Later, when we gradually came to realize 
that we had to promote family planning and contiol of population growth, we failed 
to institute effective administrative and economic measures, so that population 
growth still remained at a very high level. Now, 20 years later, the employment 
problem has become a serious one, 


Third, there is the unreasonable economic structure, especially inadequate handling 
of the relationship between agriculture, light and heavy industry. In our country 
the agricultural population amounts to over 80 percent of the total population. In 
the early years after liberation, there were on the average 3 mu of cultivated land 
per capita, which was far below the world average. Recently this figure dropped to 
1.55 mu, which is about half what it was right after liberation. Calculated on the 
basis of our work force, there were only 5 mu of cultivated land for each person. 
Productivity in agriculture is very low. There is a shortage of capital, while we 
have a large inherent surplus of manpower, so the food problem is intense, and 

our industrial development is certain to suffer restrictions due to the situation 
in agriculture. Under these circumstances, maintaining a balanced development in 
the order of agriculture, light and heavy industry and a stable growth would improve 
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the situation, If action were taken along these lines, agriculture and light 
industry would experience a very large development; large quantities of the means 

of livelihood would be provided, more capital would be accumulated, and more 

workers awaiting employment could be absorbed, bringing the employment problem 

nearer to solution, However, for a long period in our past, we neglected agriculture 
and light industry and one-sidedly developed heavy industry. The larger part of 

our basic construction was concentrated on heavy industry, while agriculture and 
light industry suffered from a lack of capital and experienced great difficulties 

in their development, causing increasing difficulties in the placement of workers 

in cities and in the countryside, This is another reason for our employment problem, 


Fourth, there was a lack of clear perception in the transformation of product ion 
relations, The public ownership of the means of production is a basic characteristic 
of socialism; it is a basic principle that we must uphold, However, the level of 

our productive force is very low; it is that of an underdeveioped socialist 

country. Our system of ownership by the entire people must therefore be allowed 

its special pecultarities, and the system of collective ownership may adopt various 
flexible forme, that is, there is still some grounds to allow tndividual ownership 

by the workers. But over many years in the past we were for “cutting with one knife" 
and for rigid untformity and we did not start out from the realities of our situation, 
Influenced by the idea of "transition in poverty” propagated by the "gang of four," 
many comrades believed in the principle of "the bigger, the more public [ownership], 
the better,” taking all flexibility out of our economic forms, Enterprises did 

not have any measure of economic independence; in personal matters, finance, material 
management, in production and sales, control was extremely rigid. The ownership 

of the production brigades in the countryside, their right of management and 
authority in distribution, were not insured, The cadres and the masses had their 
hands and feet tied, These conditions created great obstacies for the solution of 
the employment problem. In the cities and towns, prohibitions were strict, the 
labels of “practicing capitalism" fell thick and heavy, and job openings became very 
scarce, Apart from holding fast to the unbreakable rice bowl provided by the 

state or eating out of the big pot of socialism, there was no way to go. In the 
countryside, there was a great movement to block the “capitalist” road, but in 

actual fact what was being blocked was various opportunities for the village 
population to produce. Everybody was sticking to the little piece of land and a 

kind of human sea strategy was practiced in farming. As a result there was a 

serious surplus of manpower in agriculture. 


These mistakes were basically nothing else but the lack of consideration for the 
special characteristics of the situation in China and a failure to go the Chinese 
road in doing things. Our revolution and reconstruction were taking place in an 
economically backward country of large territory and a huge population. Already 
during the democratic revolution of the past, we started to go the direct road and 
did not start out from our own Chinese conditions, but rather copied indiscriminately 
and dogmatically. We engaged in armed uprisings centered in the cities as key 
points, and as a result ended up in failure. Huge sacrifices taught us that we 

have to go a Chinese way, that was the way of surrounding the cities from the 
countryside, as initiated by Comrade Mao Zedong, and it was thus through many twists 
and turns that we finally won our revolutionary victory. After the establishment 

of our government, we engaged in socialist construction, but unfortunately again 

we committed similar errors. In a country with a large population and a weak 
economic foundation, we were too eager to go the direct road, and as a result we 
were again forced to pay dearly for a bitter lesson. 
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This shows that the serious employment problem which has arisen in our country came 
about due to certain special conditions, It is fundamentally different in character 
and in its causes from the unemployment problem in capitalist society, The employ- 
ment problem in this country is not at all caused by the socialist system itself, 
Ae far as socialist countries are concerned, the occurrence of this problem is not 
at all inevitable, If we only earnestly eum up our experiences and lessons of 

the past, follow in all our affairs the objective economic laws of socitaliem, give 
full play to the superiority of the socialist system, exercise care in starting out 
from the realities of China, we will be fully capable of completely solving our 


employment problem, 


To ignore the seriousness of the employment problem that exists at present in our 
country, to be complacent about things as they are and merely try to muddle through 
without actively striving for a solution, would be the erroneous attitude of a kind 
of bureaucratism., On the other hand, if we allow ourselves to become frightened 
and panic-stricken by the problem, or lose faith in the superiority of the socialist 
system, if we start to doubt our ability to solve the employment problem within our 
socialist system, that would undoubtedly be an even graver mistake, The correct 
attitude is to look reality in the face, liberate our minds, breach all forbidden 
zones, actively engage in a study of the employment problem, understand its 
history and present condition, analyze its causes, and explore ways toward solving 
it. 


2. The Way Toward Solution of Our Country's Employment Problem 


It is certainly not an easy task to find a thoroughgoing solution for our country's 
employment problem. Even if we adopt certain special measures and succeed in 
finding jobs for those awaiting employment in the cities, as these people have 
accumulated over the past years, it would by no means be a complete solution to 
our country's employment problem. On the other hand, because of our poor economic 
foundation we cannot expect a speedy accumulation of capital in our production 
over a certain period of time. In addition, in the course of our modernization 
drive, the demand for manpower may even go down in proportion to the rising level 
of the technological components in our assets. The employment opportunities that 
can be provided every year will certainly be very restricted. And on the other 
hand, due to the unchecked population growth of the past, which is an unalterable 
fact, there will be a protracted peak demand for jobs in the 10 years from 1980 on, 
because the number of men seeking jobs depends on the number of past births. The 
men now seeking jobs were born before 1962. The few years before 1962 were not 

at all periods of high birth rates in our country. Peak periods of birth were the 
periods from 1963 to 1965 and 1966 to 1971, when on the average about 20 million 
people were added annually to our population. The population added during these 
periods will start reaching working age from 1980 on, when they will demand jobs. 
We will therefore be faced for quite some time with a contradiction between the 
demand for jobs and the available job opportunities. 


There are fundamentally two ways to solve the employment problem in our country. 
One way is to adopt resolute measures to reduce the growth rate of our population 
as quickly as possible so as to have the growth rate conform to the needs of our 
modernization drive. From now on, more than 10 million couples, boys and girls, 
will become of marriageable age every year. If each new couple would have two 
children, there would be 20 million births every year. Then after 16, 17 years, 
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years, after 1995, i.e, at the turn of the century, there could be 200 million 
additional people seeking jobs. What a huge difficulty thie would crecte at that 
time to place all those who would be seeking jobs! However, if all these new 
couples capable of having children would have only one child each, there would 

be only 10 million births, Then, at the end of this century only 10 million would 
be added every year to the work force. To solve the employment problem for these 
10 million people would be a much easier task, This would not only enable us to 
adopt not merely passive long-range measures for future solution of the employment 
problem, but in the near future would aleo save capital to solve the problem of 
the unemployed left over from the past. If there would be 10 million births less 
every year, according to estimates on the average this would save us about 20 
billion yuan per year in funds that would otherwise have had to be spent to raise 
the children, If we consider that we require an average of 10,000 yuan for equip- 
ment for every person working in production, we could equip 2 million people, 
i.e., solve the employment problem for 2 million persons. This shows that the 
reduction in births would amount to killing two birds with one stone, 


Another basic aspect of a solution to our employment problem is that we should 

open broad new avenues and make full use of our present resources in manpower, 

The key to achieving this is to uphold firmly the ideological line of accepting 
practical experience as the only criterion for testing truth, liberate our minds, 
always start out from the realities, and search out a Chinese-style road suitable 
to our country's special conditions. If we only firmly maintain the socialist 
direction, practice will prove that we can be completely successful in the placement 
of all those that are awaiting employment and at the same time be capable of 
promoting the methods of our modernization drive, Based on this guiding ideology, 
we believe the follov ing ways should be studied and implemented: 





l. A great effort must be made to adjust the structure of the present departments 
of our national economy. We must speed up the development of the light, textile, 
and handicraft industries, give due attention to developing trede and service 
industries, and in agriculture develop such activities as forestry, animal 
husbandry, sideline industry and fishing. 


As it appears at present, trade and service industries are comparatively weak 
sections of our economy, and there are also other departments where unexplored 
possibilities exist to employ those in the cities who are now awaiting employment. 
In the past, trade and service industries suffered greatly under the disturbing 
interference of the "gang of four," which put forth such nonsense as "good services 
lead to revisionism.” In some places they even eliminated service industries, con- 
sidering them the "tails of capitalism.” This caused the city population many 
inconveniences in their livelihood. It is therefore necessary to exert great 
efforts in the cities to develop trade, service industries, eating houses, the 
tourist trade, public utilities, and work to maintain parks and gardens and to 
improve the environment. We cannot underestimate the potential of these activities 
to absorb people who are now awaiting employment in the cities. 


Trade and service industries belong to the sphere of redistribution within the 
national economy, with incomes derived from the income of employees and workers in 
the area of production, The development of trade and service industries is based 
on the development of production. The scope of their development and their capa- 
city to absorb manpower will in the final analysis be limited by the development 








of production and the level of spending on the part of employees and workers, From 
a long term point of view, the basic method is none other than to develop production, 
because only if there are a great number of staff and workers in the production 
departments can employees and workers in trade and in the service industries be 
further increased, 


Among the various branches of industrial production, speedy development is suggested 
for the light, textile and handicraft industries, These branches of industry 
characteristically require less investment capital, are faster to show results, give 
employment to larger numbers of people, and show good profits, That is why they 
are particularly significant for a country like ours that has a large population 
and a poor economic foundation, as they can contribute, on the one hand, to over- 
coming the problem of shortage of capital, and on the other hand they will provide 
more jobs. According to data in certain areas, for 1 million yuan of products pro- 
duced in the light industry, 257 persons can be placed in jobs, while in the heavy 
industry only 94 persons can be placed for each 1 million yuan of products. We 
must sum up experiences, rectify past mistakes of investing our Limited capital too 
much in heavy industry departments and of neglecting our light industry, We must 
adopt special measures to expand our light an’ textile industries as quickly as 
possible, 


In the past the opinion prevailed among theoreticians that whether industrialization 
is started from light or from heavy industry indicates whether one is taking the 
capitalist or the socialist road in industrialization. But in actual fact this 
view has never been subjected to strict theoretical proof. The socialist road in 
industrialization is one that shows the character of socialist economic organization 
and points to a socialist direction in economic development. As to the propor- 
tionate structure between the various departments of the economy, that is another 
question, Whether to give preference to development of the light industry or to 
heavy industry must be decided differently according to different historical 
characteristics of the various countries and also according to different times. To 
forcibly make it a general road for all socialist industrialization has no basis 

in science. As to the viewpoint that capitalism is after profits and will go in 
for profitable light industry while socialism need not consider profitability and 
may therefore go in for unprofitable heavy industry, this is even less correct and 
also harmful. If we emphasize that under present conditions we want to step up 

the development of light industry, place light industry in the position it deserves, 
it does not mean that we are neglecting the development of heavy industry. When 
light industry goes up, accumulations increase and this lays a solid foundation for 
the development of heavy industry. Practical experience proves that "using light 
industry to -aise heavy industry" and “with some quick developments s.imulate 

those parts t at show a sluggish development" are expressions of correct policy 
that fit our national conditions. 


In the field of agriculture, there is also a need to readjust the structure of 
various departments. With farming remaining the main occupation, we must develop 
in an all-round way various activities such as forestry, animal husbandry, sideline 
production and fishing, and gradually raise the share of breeding and sideline 
industries in the value of total production. In our countryside we have a great 
reservoir of manpower where each person is supported on the average by a small area 
of land. In the course of our agricultural modernization, there will of necessity 
arise a trend of saving manpower. From 1957 to 1977, the ratio of mechanical

farming within the total farming area rose from 2,4 to 35,1 percent, In the future 
this saving of manpower will reach even larger proportions. On the other hand, 

since it will still take some time to solve the problem of leftover surplus manpower 
in the cities, at least for a certain number of years to come industry will not be 
able to absorb manpower from the countryside, Under these conditions, the outlet 

for surplus manpower in the countryside will mainly have to rely on industrialized 
sideline production, breeding, and also find local means to solve local problems, 
develop diversification and expand production in depth and breadth, Some farms 

and communes have already gradually developed enterprises that integrate agriculture, 
industry and trade, and have experienced good results, thus unfolding a new trend, 


2. Arrange appropriate enterprise structures, integrate advanced and backward 
technology, and have proportionate development of large, medium and small enterprises. 


In our endeavors to achieve modernization we certainly will use modern advanced 
technology to transform the national economy and build our entire economy on a 
foundation of advanced technology. However, if at the very start we take on all 

the tasks that were neglected in the past and build everything up into large-scale 
enterprises on the advanced level of the eighties, have on everything merely electric 
buttons to push, then with our limited capital we will certainly create huge 
additional difficulties for our employment problem, because modern advanced large- 
scale enterprises have a high degree of mechanization and automation, work with less 
manpower and are less able to absorb an appreciable number of those await ing 
employment. However, medium and small enterprises with somewhat backward technologies 
are less costly and easier to establish and can employ comparatively more people, 


In view of the concrete conditions in our country, there should therefore be an 
integration of advanced and somewhat backward technologies for a considerable 

time to come, an integration of automated, mechanized, semimechanized operations 
with manual operations, and all three kinds of enterprises--large, medium and 
small--should be operated simultaneously. Special attention should be given to 

the development of labor intensive enterprises. As to technology-intensive large- 
scale enterprises with high productivity, high profitability and advanced technology, 
we of course want them in operation as they are the mainstay of modernization in 

our national economy. However, new technologies that only seek to save manpower 
need not be adopted, or their adoption might be delayed. Actually, it is not a 

fact that large-scale enterprises are all economically the most profitable. Under 
certain conditions, medium and small enterprises which ure technologically not yet 
advanced can be economically more profitable due to the greater flexibility thanks 
to their smaller size and simpler equipment, better ability to fully utilize 
resources, fewer salaries and wages, and therefore lower costs. It is not only 

the big factories that can produce products of good quality. Especially competitive 
products of the light industry and artistic articles produced by the handicraft 
industry are produced in large quantities by small factories. Of course, when going 
in for medium and small enterprises one must also subject the situation to concrete 
analysis and not rush headlong into mass action. Medium and small enterprises that 
show large wastage and have only uncertain sources of raw materials or markets must 
not be undertaken. We must give the indicator of the rate of profit on capital an 
important place in our considerations and make it an important basis for assessing 
the economic effect of an enterprise. Investment in basic construction must pay 
particular attention to this indicator. To assess whether an enterprise is advanced 
or whether an enterprise is worth a certain investment, one must not only look at 











its technological equipment; it is more important to look at the quality of its 
products, look at the ratio between its capital consumption and requirements and 
the results achieved, and give careful attention to the index of its capital to 
profit ratio, Only in this way can we achieve the best structural composition of 
the various kinds of enterprises, 


3, At the same time as continuously strengthening and developing the system of 
public ownership by the entire people, we must develop systems of collective owner- 
ship on a large scale and achieve an organic integration of the various types of 
economic forms, 


We are building socialism and communism with the final objective of having a system 
of ownership by the entire people to replace all other economic forms and become 
the only form in our national economy. However, because ours is an underdeveloped 
country, we still have to travel a long and tortuous road, we will have to allow 
many types of components to exist concurrently in our economy for a long time to 
come and give these different forms free rein to play their role in socialist 
construction, 


At present, whether we consider its effects in developing production for the 
satisfaction of the needs of the people or its effect on the employment of personnel, 
the role of collective ownership must not be overlooked. In the placement of the 
unemployed in the cities of Sichuan in 1978, the share of collective ownership in 

the various economic forms involved was about two-thirds. In future the placement 

of unemployed will depend even more on the collective ownership system for a solution, 
and particularly on small collectives, small cooperatives and cooperative shops. 


To develop the collective ownership system on a large scale, it is necessary for 
us to overcome an attitude of disdain toward the collective ownership system. 
Both the collective ownership system and the system of ownership by the entire 
people are economic forms of a socialist character. The "gang of four" revealed 
its ultraleftist features by attacking the development of collective economy as 
“developing collective capitalism," "retrogression" and spreading other such false- 
hoods which are to be severely criticized, We musi restore the reputation of the 
collective ownership system and lend it our support in every respect. The level 
of salaries, wages and welfare benefits at well-run enterprises of the collective 
ownership system can exceed those of enterprises under the system of ownership by 
the entire people. 


Under certain conditions it is permissible to allow the existence of various forms 
of labor.as long as it does not entail exploitation of others. In the past there 
were individual workers who operated as street vendors in the cities, serving the 
livelihood of the people. This trade could hardly all be operated on a collective 
basis, and there is no need to do so, These vendors were at one time grudgingly 
accepted, but in actual fact this kind of service was then also abolished, causing 
great inconvenience to the people. Since our constitution allows "individual 
work as long as it does not entail exploitation of others and keeps within the 
boundaries of the law," we must implement this provision of the constitution and 
allow this trade as a subsidiary and supplement to our economic system of socialist 
public ownership. 
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The organic integration of all kinds of economic forms by no means violates the 
principle of maintaining the socialist road, Under the proletarian dictatorship 
of the past, when we had the five simultaneous economic developments, we stili 
firmly maintained the socialist direction and did not at all stray on to a road of 
capitalist development, At present the socialist state-run economy is stronger 
than in the past. To develop a more collective economy, to allow various forms of 
individual labor to exist, is not apt to lead to the danger of restoration of 
capitalism, 


4, In the regional distribution of manpower we must effect reasonable adjustments 
and redistribute the population in a well-planned and well-prepared manner. 


There is an extreme imbalance in our country's population and manpower distribution, 
as most of it is concentrated in the southeastern provinces. If one draws a line 
from Aigun in Heilongjiang through Lanzhou in Gansu to Tengchong in Yunnan, then 

the area southeast of the line constitutes 40 percent of China's total territory, 
but it contains a concentration of more than 95 percent of its population, The 60 
percent of all China northwest of the line contains less than 5 percent of the 

total population, in the provinces southeast of the line the land under cultivation 
per capita is very small; in especially crowded areas it amounts to only a few fen 
[66.6 square meters], and manpower is not being fully utilized, On the other hand, 
our country has large tracts of land suitable for farming, forestry and animal 
husbandry still to be opened up, as well as various kinds of mineral resources that 
still await exploitation, It is therefore necessary to organize a shift of the 
population, but there are conditions attached to this. In considering the distri- 
bution of the country's industry, attention must be given to this problem; attention 
must be focused on the development of areas with a sparce population and abundant 
mineral resources. As regards agriculture, the state must shift population step by 
step in a planned manner and institute people's reclamation farms and army 
reclamation farms. There have been spontaneous movements of population in the 

past which are worth our analysis and study, for instance the large flow of popu- 
lation from Shandong t» the northeastern provinces, where these people settled for 
good, The state might institute suitable organizations to guide and actively assist 
and support such movements. There should be studies and experiments to find out 
whether collective or individual resettlements, not completely run by the state, 

can be successful'y carried out. 


In addition, we must adopt a positive attitude toward the utilization of foreign 
capital. This will not only be an important means to study advanced foreign 
technologies and to promote our modernizations, but it could also play a role in 
providing job opportunities for those awaiting employment. The law on foreign- 
Chinese joint capital enterprises passed at the second session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress opened up broad prospects for such developments. 


All of the above methods, regardless of what aspects are concerned, each have their 
own limitations, Only if we give them our overall consideration and implement them 
in a comprehensive way will there be any possibility of achieving outstanding results 
in solving the country's problem of providing jobs for those now awaiting employment.

TEACHING OF LDBOLOGICAL STUDIES IN ALL SCHOOLS URGED

[Text] Some teachers when engaged in ideological education work merely con- 
centrate on carrying out this task by attending meetings on the subject, 
listening to reports, holding symposiums, and similar types of activity. 
They ignore the realm of teaching in ideological and political education, 
thus failing to bring the ideological education role into play in the clase- 
room. 


in reality, the process of imparting and receiving knowledge should permeate 
ideological education. Education per se is a kind of cognitive activity. 

This kind of cognitive activity is not solely the imparting of knowledge and 
developing mastery of skills and craftmanship, but is also an activity which 
constantly influences a persons's mind and moral character and his ov’ look 

on the world, For example, in the classroom, the teacher strictly requires 
that the students study conscientiously, pay attention to the lectures, and 
think things out for themselves; and for the students’ assignments, the 

teacher requires that the students treat a subject matter completely, arrange 
written ideas with unity and coherence, answer accurately, write lessons 
carefully and neatly, and maintain neat and tidy examination papers. Without 

a doubt, this has a significant effect on developing in the student an attitude 
of working hard and taking pains in his studies, on making stern demands of 
himself, and developing an excellent style of study in which he is scrupulous 
about every detail so as to realize the (our modernizations. To think, however, 
that all teaching is purely and simply imparting knowledge is wrong. 


The content of a course per se also contains ideological, political and moral 
elements. Practice has also proven that an abundant amount of ideological 
and political education is carried out through all aspects of education. For 
example, the middle school political class is a major course which educates 
the students in Marxism-Leninism, the ideology of Mao Zedong, and the moral 
character of communism. The distinguishing feature of the Chinese language 
and literature courses is that all those great characters in the course 
materials, who exert a gradual uplifting influence on the thoughts and 
feelings of the students, enable the students to receive an education while 
subtly influencing their character and thinking. Moreover, when the students 
study such subjects as mathematics, physics, and chemistry, they are able 

to obtain a definite dialectical materialist point of view, laying a foundation 














for forming their world view of dialectical materialiam, Such subjects as 
physical education, music and art can foster the atudent's correct eathetic 
appreciation and values, 


The largest and most basic professional practice in the schoolea is teaching. 
Ideological education permeating the process of all aspects of education can 
bring into play the role of the entire body of teachers in student ideological 
education, and can also enable ideological education to be carried out more 
concretely and more routinely. For ideological and political education to 
permeate the realm of teaching, the teachers must concentrate their time and 
efforts on this word “permeate” inevery single segment of teaching. In their 
preparation of the lessons, teachers must know the subject well and must 
thoroughly unearth the intringic ideological content of the lesson material, 
In their preparation of lessons, the teachers also must avoid being super- 
cilious so that there is no mistaking the point of the ideological education, 
They must teach to educate. In lectures, teachers muat earnestly concern 
themselves with providing teaching and guidance. In their teaching, they 
must provide guidance; in their guidance, they must provide teaching. They 
must earnestly proceed from the actual conditions of the teaching material 
and the students, and carry out an ideological education which exerts a 
subtle influence on the character and thinking of the students. Only in 
this manner can we foster a generation of new people for the four moderniza- 
tions which has a steadfast socialist direction an modern scientific 
knowledge as well.

PROBLEM OF NINTH GRADE STUDENTS LN SHENYANG DESCRIBED

[Text] On 21 December 1980, SHENYANG RIBAO published a commentary entitled, 
"We Cannot Turn Our Ninth Grade Classes ‘Out to Pasture,'" which addressed 
the problem of ninth grade students being slighted in school. The commentary 
pointed out that some schools have abandoned the teaching and supervision 

of ninth grade students. Many ninth grade classes are held only a half day; 
the allocation of teachers is not complete, and full courses cannot be given. 
If the students want to attend, they may do so; if they want to leave, they 
may do that. Individual schools even urge students to drop out of school 
and go to "work at a post" or “take a tour of duty." Thus, the ninth graders 
in many schools have been turned "out to pasture," with some classes having 
only 20 to W students left in them, 


The commentary, in analyzing the reasons causing this situation, stated that 
some school leaders believe ninth grade students are .11 "senior middle 
school rejects" and as such are not worth developing and training. Because 
school leaders have this mistaken view, the students have been treated in a 
different light. Their self-esteem has been damaged and their zeal has been 
dampened, As a result, this has produced student complexes of inferiority 
and vackwardness so that they have no desire to make progress. 


The commentary considered the question of exactly how ninth grade students 
should be treated, whether they should be fostered or abandoned, as a major 
question requiring urgent solution. Currently, the entire municipality has 
more than 1,000 classes of ninth graders, with more than 58,000 students. 
The vast majority of the students have a fairly strong desire to study and 
the initiative to make progress. The problem now is that school leaders 
want to change their attitude and truly foster those considered to have 
talent. Some schools in doing this have students studying with full 
enthusiasm, and still require advancement. Some schools have set up special 
classes which have been heartily welcomed. The facts show that all we have 
to do is to take responsibility for the students seriously, provide them with 
proper guidance, strictly increase our supervision of the, and patiently 
do a good job of educating them. Then these so-called "senior middle school 
rejects" can definitely develop into useful persons. On the other hand, 

if we let things slide and abandon these students, this will not only 
adversely affect these students but it will also affect the order of the 
normal teaching and activities of the entire school. From this aspect, we 
can say that abandonment is dereliction of duty. 








The commentary pointed out that schools must teach the portion of students 
who have developed complexes of inferiority and backwardness in accordance 
with their aptitudes. The schools must be able to work out a teaching plan 
based on a student's actual degree of Literacy, research teaching methods 
and do a good job of ideological education. At the same time, the schools 
must etrengthen guidance in study and training. In this way they can do 
even better in arousing the students’ zeal to learn, enabling them to become 
self-confident and to gradually overcome the syndrome of drifting along 
aimlessly, not caring whether they learn. It will enable them to keep their 
minds on learning, and also learn the benefits of an education, The 
ideological work of the ninth grade students must also have the support of 
the parents. Under the joint efforts of the parents and teachers, we have 
faith that the ninth graders can definitely accomplish a great deal.

SHANDONG STUDIES MEANS TO IMPROVE KEY MIDDLE SCHOOLS 
Jinan DAZHONG RIBAO in Chinese 4 Jan 81 p 1 


[Text] Recently the provincial department of education convened a province- 
wide work conference on key middle schools to review such questions as how 
to centralize manpower, choose means of support, and set up key middle 
schools by stages and in grouys to further raise the quality of education 

in the middle schools of our , ovince. 


The conference held that setting up key middle schools is one strategic 
measure to speedily raise the quality of education in the middle schools. 

In the present circumstances, where teachers’ salaries, funds, equipment 

and the like are all in dire straits, it is necessary to centralize manpower, 
materials and financial resources, and first set up a group of key middle 
schools where conditions are fairly favorable. To do this the following 
measures should be adopted: 


1. Implement overall planning for the original key middle schools and set 
them up by stages and in groups. it was decided first to set up 19 key 
middle schoole throughout the province. At the same time, each county and 
municipality will also decide on setting up one key middle school. This group 
of middle schools must be identical from top to bottom and must be operated 
with centralized resources. For the rest of the key middle schools, definite 
support is also to be given as feasible. 





2. Guarantee funds for the key middle schools. It was resolved to take out 
one-third to one-half of the funds for general education capital construction 
to use for the key middle and elementary schools. For the investment in 
capital construction for the 19 key middle schools, bureaus of education in 
each prefecture and municipality must draw up plans, and upon authorization 
from the provincial department of education, make these plans known to the 
lower levels on behalf of the province. These funds, moreover, may not be 
diverted. Teaching and administrative expenses are to be in accordance 
with the criteria set by the province, and they are to be given in exact 
amounts to the schools by the prefectures and municipalities. Any later 
increases in education funds, as arranged in the overall planning, will also 
first be guaranteed for the needs of the key middle schools. Each locality 
should set aside suitable portions of local funds to help equip the key 
middle schools. 








J, Strengthen the building up of a group of school leaders. In accordance 
with the requirements of specialization and maintaining youthfulness, allocate 
capable leading cadres, Those schoolteachers who can carry out the party 
line, have teaching experience, and who have managerial capabilities must be 
promoted to school leadership posts. The allocation and transfer of this 
group of leaders for these 19 key middle schools set up as the first group 
must be approved by the provincial department of education. The principal 

and assistant principals will be appointed and dismissed at the provincial 
level, 


4, Replenish the ranks of schoolteachers in key middle schools. Key teachers 
for each subject must reach more than one-third. For key teachers to transfer 
from or leave a school, they must have the approval of the provincial depart- 
ment of education. Graduates of the teachers' colleges and universities, 

in accordance with the plan proposed by the provincial edcuation department, 
would be directly tapped and assigned to the key middle schools. We must try 
hard to reach the point where the teachers of the key middle schools can all 
be qualified to work as teachers. 


5. The key middle schools will have to carry out a restructuring of the 
length of schooling. From this year on, the senior middle school grades will 
implement a 3-year course of study. They must carry out many kinds of 
experiments, such as those with teaching materials and teaching methods, sum 
up this experience, and thus give impetus to courses of instruction that 

can be universal. 


6. Restructure the management system of the key middle schools and carry out 
dual leadership and separate level management between the province and local 
municipalities and counties. 


Every level of educational administrative department will strengthen leadership 
for the key middle schools. Every level of teaching and research section will 
consider the key middle and elementary schools as experimental bases, and 
strengthen their specific guidance toward teaching; they will promulgate the 
consolidated experiences in a timely way, and promote the raising of the 
quality of education. 
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
